Sir Charles’ wireless message of 
15 minutes before, however, told of 
a definite relief from the “bore- 
dom” he had expressed earlier in 
the flight. 

“Just had a bad hour,” he said. 
“Saw storm coming that he couldn't 
clear at 15,000 feet. , ..In bad rain. 
... Air feed failed and in fumbling 
in cockpit I knocked the switch 
for the wing flaps on. Imagine the 
result. We stalled and spun, but 
after losing lots of height we got 
her under control and then found 
out about the flaps. All O K now 
and storm passed.” 

“Everything Is O K.” 

Sir Charles radioed at 7 a. m., St. 
Louis time, that he was about 500 
mfiles from Honolulu and that “ev- 
erything is O K.” 

From his plane in which he was 
perched atop a 20-gallon can of gas- 
oline, a reserve supply, Sir Charles 
frequently sent his “cheerio” over 
the air waves. His messages de- 
scribed the plane’s “hedge hopping” 
with a storm, encountered a short 
time after leaving Suva. Later he 
told of passing. over the 
Islands and still later he informed 
the Fanning Islands he would not 
have to stop there to obtain an 
emergency fuel supply. 

He had estimated on leaving 
Suva the flight would require 22

Judge Calhoun issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“T am happy to learn of the ac-

individual or group to classify him 
‘as unfair. Our government was 
conceived as, and is intended to he 
a government of and for all the 
people, not merely for a particular 
class or group. Our laws are de- 
‘signed to so preserve it. It is my 


conception of my duty as a Judge | 


to see that the law is honestly and 
‘fearlessly enforced, regardless of 
|any personal consideration. 

| “The restraining orders issued in 
the clothing workers strike were 
'fair to organized labor. Such orders 
recognized their right to picket 
peacefully, gave them two pickets 
to every entrance to a. buildings 
where strikes were in progress, and 
gave such pickets the right to car- 
ry 
state their grievances in the ordi- 
‘nary tone of voice to any person 
or persons whatsoever. 

“The restraining orders were fair 
to capital and to those workers 
who did not wish to strike, by en- 
joining the striking workers from 
destroying property and from acts 
of intimidation, coercion, violence 
and assault. 

Comment on Contempt Cases. 

“The contempt cases growing out 
of violation of the restraining order 
were thrust upon me with rapidity 
and swiftness following the disrob 
ing of certain women who contin. 
ued in their employment and re- 
fused to strike. It required firm 
and decisive action. Those accused 
were given a full hearing and ac- 
corded every possible considerattion 
under the law. While it was neces- 
Sary to fine and sentence some of 
the offenders, it was the people’s 
institution I was interested in, not 
any personal dignity of my own 
with which I was concerned. 

“As an individual I could sym- 
pathize with the efforts of the 
strikers to better their conditions 
of employment. I could also ap- 
preciate their feelings toward those 
who took their employment or re- 
fused to join-in the strike. I would 
have liked, therefore, to have re- 
lieved them from punishment — if 
that were compatible with the prop- 
er protection of the dignity of the 
people’s tribunals. But it was not. 

“I am glad now that the unions 
have shown that they are ‘good 
sports’—that they, in common with 
all good citizens, recognize the flug 
and salute it when a court carries 
out the law.”

“From all the facts before me,” 
Campbell said in a prepared opin- 
ion.

DUBLIN, Oct. 29.—More Ameri- 
cans were among the lucky ticket 
holders when the draw was re- 
sumed on the remaining 50 horses 
today in the Irish Sweepstakes for 
the Cambridgeshire Handicap, to 
be run at Newmarket Wednesday. 

An attempt to bribe an official of 
the sweepstakes was announced to- 
day. A letter was received from a 
Canadian source offering Col. Broy, 
Dublin Chief of Police, who is su- 
pervising the draw, $3000 to see that 
a certain ticket was drawn. 

Those drawing tickets on horses 
today are assured of at least £402 6 
shillings (about $2000). 

In the two days of the draw for 
horses, 529 tickets went to the Unit- 
ed States, 925 to Great Britain, 103 
to the Irish Free State, and 243 
to the rest of the world.

RELIEF ON FARM MORTGAGES 


Improved Economic Position Cited 
by Governor of Credit 
Administration. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—A _ de- 
crease in demands for Government 
refinancing of farm mortgage debts 
is reported by W. I. Myers, governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 
He attributes the decrease to re- 
covery of farm income and lessen- 
ing of pressure through emergency 
lending of the administration. 
“The reduction in the number of 
applications is a reflection of the 
lessened need for’. refinancing 
caused by lending more than §$1,- 
300,000,000 on farm mortgages and 
an improved economic position of 
farmers over a large part of the 
United States,” he says. 
Applications for mortgage loans 
are now only about one-third the 
volume during the peak period a 
year ago. The greatest decline in 
number of applications occurred in 
Southern states, “where recovery 
in agricultural conditions has prob- 
ably been greater.”

-1Va., Oct. 29.—The Investment 
Bankers’ Association discussed the 
subject of the dollar in a closed 
forum with Edwin W. Kemmerer, 
economist and critic of the admin- 
istration’s monetary program. 

In adhering to its manifest policy 


of playing down political contro- 
versy, the association made public 
only excerpts. of Kemmerer’s ad- 
dress. 

These excerpts, however, included 
a recommendation by the econo- 
mist that cautious investors protect 
their wealth from depreciation of 
the dollar through the purchase of 
“durable commodities, real estate 
and corporate equities” rather than 
high-grade bonds. 

This was scarcely encouraging to 
investment bankers who are striv- 
ing to revive the business of financ- 
ing through the issue of bonds. 

Inflationary Trend. 

Predicting an inflationary trend 
in financial and economic develop- 
ments in the United States, Kem- 
merer said: 

“Both prices and interest rates 
will tend strongly upward. From 
this it follows that the cautious in- 
}vestor, instead of lending money 
now through the purchase of bonds, 
should use his money for the pur- 
chase of durable commodities, real 
estate and corporate equities. Care- 
fully chosen common stocks now, 
as an investment category, are 
preferable to bonds, and well-dis- 
tributed second and third bonds 
are preferable to first-grade bonds.”

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ENTERING A DEBATE IN ILLINOIS. 

Residents of Chicago and vicinity who read the 
Chicago Daily Tribune in the morning and the Chi- 
cago Daily News at night are being treated to both 
sides of the argument over the proposal to provide 
Illinois with a new Constitution.

Lessons of the Morro Castle 


Conduct of personnel in recent disaster is humiliation to all mariners, says maritime 
authority; life-saving apparatus ts of no use if human element fails, he asserts; 


criticises attitude of owners, and passengers’ demand for luxury ships, which com- 
plicates satety problem; finds many of proposed protective measures impossible.

OBODY who has served at sea can read 
the evidence at the Morro Castle in- 
quiry without a feeling of profound hu- 


N 


miliation. With few exceptions, the officers 
of the Morro Castle went to pieces. The 
acting captain either gave no. orders 


that could be executed or left his subordi- 
nates to their own devices. The orders re- 
corded on the engine-bell sheet by the en- 
gineer cadet reveal that no clear conception 
of what to do was held by anybody on 
the bridge. 

It became more and more manifest as the 
inquiry proceeded that neither the acting 
captain nor the chief engineer had the faint- 
est conception of leadership in time of dan- 
ger, and it was therefore impracticable to 
expect very much from the rest of the per- 
sonnel. 

No life-saving apparatus will ever be of 
any use in a fire at sea if the personnel 
fails in fortitude and presence of mind. 

Fortitude and presence of mind are de- 
sirable in business men as well as in ships’ 
officers, and the instant attribution of in- 
cendiarism and sabotage to “reds” and “rad- 
icals’ and “Communists,’ by the owners 
of a ship indicates a failure on their part 
to understand the nature of responsibility. 

What the public, including all potential 
passengers, really demands of a modern sea- 
man is that he preserve for their benefit 
a principle of medieval ethics while they 
themselves continue—through his sacrifices 
—to live and prosper in the twentieth-cen- 
tury manner. What the shipowner demands, 
in a moment of crisis, is that his employees 
display the courage of ancient knights while 
he himself hides behind a squad of high- 
priced lawyers. 

It is quite possible to propose laws so dras- 
tic that ocean travel would become perfectly 
safe—because it had ceased to exist. But, 
so long as the great body of citizens instinc- 
tively condones anything that helps to make 
money and condemns reckless care for lives 
rather than for capital, the struggle will 
continue between the shipowner and the 
Government inspector, with the inspector in- 
terpreting his rules in an increasingly le- 
nient spirit. 

“ * * 

It might make the problem a little easier 
for the Jandsman to understand if the mod- 
ern passenger ship is viewed for what she 
really is, a hotel built over a floating base. 

The passenger insists on getting to his 
destination at a faster and faster rate of 
speed and in a luxury and splendor beyond 
anything the degenerate Roman Emperors 
ever conceived. The passenger is the first 
to utter loud cries at the slightest delay 
(as for boat and fire drill). 

The indignation which inspires a demand 
that everything on a ship be rendered fire- 
proof arises from a widespread delusion 
that it is possible to suspend the laws of na- 
ture where Americans are concerned. Their 
desire for luxury transcending anything in 
their homes precludes a return to the aus- 
tere accommodations of early days. But 
it may be mentioned that all materials are 
made as non-inflammable as possible before 
being built into a ship, and it is quite im- 
possible to conceive of the Morro Castle 
burning up like a torch in an hour or so 
merely by accident. 

Since very early days, the question of life- 
boats has engaged the attention of inven- 
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tors, legislators and owners. It must be 
borne in mind by the landsman that no life- 


boat even approaches the theoretical ideal 
of safety. 
It should be non-inflammable, in which 


case it should be made of metal and there- 
fore would be subject to corrosion. It should 
be instantly detachable, and it will be in 
consequence extremely vulnerable. It must 
be buoyant and non-capsizable, which means 
it must be of large capacity and thus heavy 
to handle. 

It may have a motor, when it will be 
doubly difficult to raise and lower. It must 
be equipped with sails and oars and also 
stores and water for a long voyage. It must 
be a ship in miniature and it must also have 
some protection from exposure. 

Such a boat does not exist save in the 
minds of non-technical landsmen. The elec- 
trical gear, which is used to raise and lower 
and move lifeboats on a ship, may go out 
of commission if the engine room is aban- 
doned, and a motor lifeboat on the davits of 
a burning ship is a terrible fire hazard if 
she uses gasoline. If the fuel is a heavy 
oil, she may take too long to start. 

The best contrivance for lifeboats is 
neither a motor nor an oared boat but the 
Fleming lifeboat, in which a propeller is 
driven by gears actuated by folding side 
levers which in turn are operated by the 
passengers and crew, sitting on the thwarts.

When the United States Senate gracious- 
ly deigns to ratify the conclusions of the 
London Conference for Safety at Sea, it will 
be possible to offer more constructive criti- 
cism for American ships. But nothing will 
take the place of first-rate men of the type 
of Fried and Stedman, in command. Noth- 
ing will be of any avail unless the continual 
smolder of discontent, among the officers 
and men, with conditions of work at sea, 
is quenched by concessions that will send 
them out keen on their work. 

If a shipowner cannot make money with- 
out sweating the men who have the lives of 
passengers and millions of dollars of ship 
and cargo in their care, he had better go 
out of business. It would be a good policy 
if commanders and officers of ships carry- 
ing passengers were forbidden to hold stock 
in the lines they serve. 

These are counsels of perfection. The 
modern sea voyager has been corrupted in 
two ways in his attitude to the sea. He 
has been conditioned to expect a palace 
afloat. The whole tendency of modern sea 
catering is to make the passengers forget 
they are at sea, to make them wallow in 
an endless round of senseless amusement. 
They must never have a moment to think 
of possible peril. 

The other way in which they have  be- 
come corrupted is in their attitude toward 
the men who run the ships. A false roman- 
ticism with regard to the sea still maintains 
its hold on the imagination of Americans. 

The passenger must make his choice. He 
cannot have the huge, fast luxury liner at his 
service, with everything sacrificed to vo- 
luptuous speed, and yet retain within call 
the austere moral grandeur of a formes age. 
Seamen belong to their own times. They 
reflect pretty accurately the ethics and the 
mores of their patrons.

BISHOP SCARLETT 


Says Liberal Faction Won Vir- 
tually Every Point at Meet- 
ing of Episcopalians. 


The general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which 
adjourned last week at Atlantic 
City, manifested an unprecedented 
realization “of the relation of re- 
ligion to life and the obligation of 
the church to practical daily prob- 
lems,” Bishop William Scarlett, a 
member of the House of Bishops 
and one of the leaders of the “lib- 
eral wing” of the church, said to- 
day. 

Virtually every issue which arose 


during the sessions was won by the 
liberal faction, including the adop- 
tion of resolutions concerning eco- 
nomic and social problems in place 
of resolutions submitted by a com- 
mittee which included George 
Wharton Pepper, former Repub- 
lican Senator from Pennsylvania, 
and Gen. Charles P. Summerall, re- 
tired. 

The committee, which comprised 
five clergymen and five members of 
the laity, offered resolutions which 
|Bishop Scarlett described as repre- 
senting “an impossible compro- 
mise.” The committee, he added, 
appeared to be unable to decide 
whether war was “christian or un- 
christian.” 


On Record Against War. 


Protesting against the recommen- 
|'dations of the committee of 10, the 
‘liberal wing succeeded in passing 
substitute resolutions of a definite 
character. They ptt the church on 
record as holding that war is in- 
compatible with the spirit of Christ; 
that the Government should control 
the munitions industry and that it 
'should refuse to sell munitions or 
|make a loan to any belligerent na- 
tion which had not exhausted every 
means of conciliation before going 
to war. 

The convention also voted to up- 
hold “the liberty of conscience” of 
a conscientious objector to war, fa- 
|vored adherence to a World Court, 
‘and proposed an international un- 
|denominational conference of 
churches. 
| Birth Control Information. 

Bishop Scarlett pointed out that 
'a resolution adopted § favoring 
legislation which would _ permit 
‘the dissemination of birth control 
information as ‘a social necessity.” 
Sucvh information should _ be 
transmitted through hospitals and 
reputable medical centers, he said.

PERSONS IN U. $. URGED 


Proposed in C. of C. Report as 
Means of Weeding Out Un- 
desirable Aliens.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Registra- 
tion and fingerprinting of all per- 
Sons in the United States, as a 
means of weeding out undesirable 
aliens, are advocated in a report 
to be submitted to the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce at its regular 
meeting Thursday. 

The report drafted by a special 
committee, proposes the formation 
of an alliance of patriotic, civic and 
fraternal organizations to bring this 
about. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins is as- 
sailed in the report for her assert- 
ed failure to deport several hun- 
dred aliens mandatorily deportable 
under existing statutes. 

“These aliens were turned loose 
in the community, some under bond 
and more only on their own recog- 
nizance,” says the report.

A FRENCH TOWN HOUSE | 


designing ideal small homes. 
By Josephine Walter 


HEN Mr. Charles Eames and 
Mr. Robert Walsh, St. Louis 
architects, started out to de- 
sign their “ideal St. Louis home” 
they did so in a most unusual man- 
ner. They worked out the floor 
plans first, on a purely functional 
basis, and then selected the type of 
architecture which seemed to go 
best with these plans both artis- 
tically and economically. 

So their house turned out to be 
a modern interpretation of a little 
French town house. And very ap- 
propriate, too, for St. Louis with 
its French heritage and historical 
background. But why did they con- 
clude that this was the best solution 
to their problem? 

“Well, our first consideration was 
to build as economically as possible 
to keep within the price limitation 
of $12,000,” they stated, “and as a 
pitched roof is much more econom- 
ical than a flat roof, because it 
only requires one story construction 
instead of two, this more or less 
eliminated the possibility of design- 
ing a purely modern house. Then, 
too, we decided to build the house 
of brick for the finest brick in the 
country can be obtained right here 
in St. Louis and it is one of the 
most reasonable materials that can 
be used.” 


Thus, having selected the style 
of the roof and the material for the 
building, the house developed more 
or less naturally along French 
lines. Both of these architects feel 
that it is a style which is particu- 
larly adaptable to the modernizing 
spirit abroad today, for it lends it- 
self unusually well to a clear-cut 
profile and simplification of de- 
tails. 

As has been stated, the house is 
to be built of red brick, with black 
slate pitched roof having dormer 
windows with wood frames.

The front of the 
house, which faces north, is given 
unusual interest by the recessed 
entry framed with a decorative 
cast iron grille and a modern touch 
by the flat roof on the wing. The 
rear of the house is almost as live- 
able as the interior with its living 
and dining terraces, the latter be- 
ing shaded by the balcony with its 
wrought iron railing. 

On the ground floor are situated 
the living and dining rooms, the 
kitchen and a guest room.

The adjoining 
bath serves as a downstairs lava- 
tory as well as a completely pri- 
vate bath for guests. The dining 
room has the south wall devoted 
almost entirely t> doors leading out 
onto the dining terrace and the 
living room also has doors on this 
side. The garage has been at- 
tached to the house by a covered 
passageway, thus making it readily 
accessible and . t far enough away 
to keep the exhaust fumes from 
penetrating into the house. 


Almost at the second floor level 
is a passageway leading to the 
maid’s room and bath; a very de- 
sirable feature ~which permits the 
family complete privacy. The archi- 
tects suggest that this room might 
easily be converted into either a 
studio or boys’ room, depending 
upon the requirements of the fam- 
ily. The master bedroom, in addi- 
tion to having such practical fea- 
tures as two closets and a bath 
large enough to hold a dressing ta- 
ble, also has a bay of French doors 
leading onto the charming little bal- 
cony.

Add butter, stir only 
enough to mix through syrup, then 
pour over popped corn in a large 
bowl, mix peanuts through corn, 
and shape into balls with fingers. 

Or you can put popped corn 
(sugared or buttered and salted) 
into paper cornucopias if you like, 
or serve wrapped in cellophane. 


HOBGOBLIN CONFECTIONS. 

The Hallowe’en colors are car- 
ried out in “Hobgoblins” which are 
stuffed dates in new form. Stuff 
some of the dates with orange fon- 


dant, leaving a bit exposed. Then 
put pieces of candied orange peel 
on surface to represent “faces.” 
Orange fondant is made by mixing 
a slightly beaten egg yolk with a 
cup of confectioners’ sugar, adding 
orange juice to desired consistency.

Heat the milk, 
pumpkin, butter and molasses to- 
gether in a double boiler. Combine 
the sugar, ginger, cinnamon and 
salt and add to the liquid mixture. 
Add softened gelatin, mix thorough- 


ly; cool. Pour into corn flake pas- 
try crust. 
CORN .*LAKE PASTRY 

One cup corn flake crums. 

One-fourth cup melted butter. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

Roll or grind four cups’ corn 
flakes to yield one cup fine crumbs. 
Mix crumbs with butter, sugar and 
cinnamon. Press the corn flake 
pastry firmly into a nine-inch pie 
tin. Chill while the filling is cool- 
ing. 

WITCH CAP SURPRISE 

Fill a chocolate cone with ice 
cream, and place cone upside down 
in center of a large chocolate cooky 
to make a witch’s hat. If chocolate 
cones are not available, dip cones in 
melted confectioners’ chocolate and 
chill before serving. It is well to 
dip only about two-thirds of the 
cone in chocolate, leaving about one 
inch uncoated at the pointed end, so 
the children can pick the cones up 
in their fingers. i 

JACK O’' LANTERNS 

Six oranges. 

Two bananas sliced. 

Two apples diced. 

One-half cup broken nut meats. 

One-fourth marshmallows, cut in- 
to eighths. 

Three tablespoons sugar. 

With a small sharp knife, carve 
Jack o’ Lantern faces -on oranges, 
removing yellow, but leaving white 
inner peal. Cut off about one- 
fourth of top-of each orange.

How Modern 
Medicine Aids 


Varicose Veins 


Latest Method Consists of 
Closing Them by Means 
of Injections.

NE of the questions most fre- 
() auentiy asked by readers of this 

department, concerns the best 
treatment for varicose veins. 
These enlarged and tortuous veins 
of the legs may be the cause of 
very considerable disability. And 
it is a pleasure tc be able to an- 
nounce that with modern treatment 
there is no necessity for the seri- 
ous grades of disability which for- 
merly inevitably occurred. 
The nature of these varicosities 
is not as simple as it looks. The 
veins return blood to the heart and, 
therefore, have no force behind 
them to push the blood on as the 
arteries do. This means that in 
the veins of the leg a column of 
blood is constantly standing, which 
is pushed forward simply by the fill- 
ing up of the veins behind. In or- 
der to overcome the mechanical] dif- 
ficulty which this situation imposes, 
nature has placed a number of 
valves inside the veins, so that the 
vessel wall is compelled to stand 
the strain of only a short column 
of blood—that is, the column be- 
tween the valves. Under certain 
circumstances these valves. break 
down. Then the entire column of 
blood is supported in the vein, 
which becomes swollen and tor- 
tuous, 
The causes of varicose veins are 
usually given as long continued 
standing on the feet imposed by 
certain occupations, and pressure 
from above the abdomen. (Women 
who have given birth to several 
children frequently have varicose 
veins.) It is also probable that 
there is some inherent weakness in 
the vessel wall which causes the 
valves to break down. 
The results of varicose veins are 
not entirely due to the condition of 
the veins themselves. If allowed to 
gO on without treatment there is a 
bad. circulatory condition in the 
limb -which results in the forma- 
tion of ulcers on the skin. Even 
if these do not form, the nutrition 
of the skin is poor, and the legs 
feel heavy and uncomfortable. 
The treatment of these veins has 
always aimed at supporting or oblit- 
erating the diseased vessels. The 
support is usually made with an 
elastic bandage to the legs, but 
these makeshifts are troublesome 
and not always satisfactory. Surgi- 
cal removal of the veins was diffi- 
cult because the ramifications of 
the veins involved widespread cut- 
ting. In certain cases, however, it 
is the method of choice. 

Within recent years a new meth- 

od of treating these veins by injec- 
tion of various solutions to oblit-
